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TEC BOARD OP GOVERNORS MEETING - AUGUST 25, 1976 

The Elongated Collectors annual Board of Governors meeting was 
held in the Buckingham A Room of the Americana Hotel in New York 
City on August, 25, 1976. 

The meeting was called to order hy President Sally Kirka at 
5:00 p.m. The officers attending the meeting were President Sally 
Kirka, Secretary A1 Kirka, Treasurer Chester Grabowski, Vice Presi¬ 
dent Ruby Threlkeld and Board member Harold Anderson. 

A discussion and explanation was held concerning the Merit 
Award. It is only given to those who have done outstanding work for 
TEC and those that get it have really earned it. Also the donation 
of coins to be sent with the TEC NEWS to the membership will auto¬ 
matically entitle the donor to a Merit Award. This was voted on 
three years ago. 

The Literary Award is given for an outstanding article in the 
TEC NEWS and not for articles published in other numismatic publi¬ 
cations.

The coins have been donated for the past five 
years by Lloyd E. Wagaman. A special thanks was given Lloyd Wagaman. 
If no one donates the coins for 1977, TEC will pay for the die and 
cost of the coins and postage. The coins will be rolled by Sally 
Kirka. This coin will only be given out to members for writing 
articles for TEC NEWS of 250 words or more. Longer articles will 
be put in two issues. 

Motion made and passed to reimburse Editor for cost of film, 
flash cubes, developing and screening of pictures, so they can be 
published in future issues of the TEC NEWS. 

Chester Rogers was appointed to replace the late John Gubata 
as a member of the Board of Governors. This was passed by all the 
Board members. 

Motion made and passed that only members in good standing will 
receive door prizes at the TEC meeting. TEC dues paid after TEC 
meeting and new members joining do not officially become members 
until their names are recorded by the secretary at home. 

Meeting was adjourned at 6:30 p.m. - - -A1 Kirka, Secretary 

MINUTES OP THE ELONGATED COLLECTORS ANNUAL MEETING 8-27-76 

The TEC annual meeting was held at the Regency Ballroom of the 
Americana Hotel in New York City at 2:00 p.m. on August 27, 1976. 

The meeting was called to order by President Sally Kirka. There 
were about a hundred members and guests present at one time or an¬ 
other at the meeting. There were so many meetings scheduled at the 
same time that members were coming and going at all times. 

President Sally Kirka welcomed the members and guests to the 
10th Anniversary meeting. Then the president introduced the offi¬ 
cers at the head table and the founder of the TEC Club Dottie Dow,

also the first president of the club. Some of the other past offi¬ 
cers were also introduced. Once this was done each person present 
stood up and gave their name and told what state and town they were 
from. This also gave us an idea of who was there, as we met many 
members for the first time. 

The secretary’s report of our last years annual meeting in Los 
Angeles was accepted as published in TEC NEWS, so secretary A1 Kirka 
read the minutes of the Board of Directors meeting held at the hotel 
on Wednesday night. This was accepted as read. The treasurers re¬ 
port was read and accepted as read. 

President Sally Kirka gave a talk about buying a TEC display 
case at the A.N.A. Museum. The cost of this display case is about 
$500.00. This case would be for TEC only, exhibiting TEC elongated 
coins with the A.N.A. Museum director changing the display in the 
case every so often. William Henderson, the A.N.A. Treasurer gave 
us a little more information about this and the members liked the 
idea. President Sally Kirka said, when she was treasurer she put 
$1,000.00 into a savings account and we now have nearly $400.00 in 
interest accumulated in the savings account which could be used to¬ 
ward the purchase of a display case.

President Sally Kirka then gave a talk about Lloyd E. Wagaman 
and how it was made possible to buy this TEC display case. Lloyd 
has donated so many things through-out the last five years. Without 
all this help we never would have had all this money in the savings 
account. All the Award coins, the TEC NEWS Award Coins, The Merit 
Award, The Promotional Coins and coins to be sent with TEC NEWS to 
be sent free to all members as well as many door prizes for our an¬ 
nual meetings. These are just a few of the things Lloyd Wagaman has 
done for TEC. Thank you Lloyd from all of us. Motion made by Dottie 
Dow and seconded by Ruby Threlkeld to send a letter of thanks and 
appreciation to Lloyd Wagaman for all the donations and work he has 
done for TEC. Motion passed unanimously. 

A fifteen minute discussion was held about different things for 
the good of the club. One person stated he doesn’t get answers to 
his letters even if he does send a stamped envelope. This is one 
thing the officers have no control over, as we can't make a person 
write if he or she just doesn't want to. 

Also a discussion was held about who is writing books about 
elongated coins. Right now there is one in the works, but as yet no 
one knows when it will be finished. It takes time to write a book 
and it is something you just don't rush into. There are a few others 
in the works, but as one person told me, you can't write a book over 
night and you also need the cash. A few others are writing a book 
about the coins they themselves have rolled, similar to the book

add on to it. These are all good ideas, but when Lee was taking 
orders for his book you’d be surprised how few members ordered a 
book and after it was printed and those that ordered the book got 
theirs, then every body wanted to get one.

A NEW THEME - THE BICENTENNIAL THEME by Verlee Waterman TEC #525 

Colorado Springs, Colo. 

Isn’t it nice that the Bicentennial offers a new theme for the 
elongated collectors. I have not fervently gone after elongated 
coins in this category and yet have a dozen or so which I’m sure 
will start a quest for more. 

My first was purchased for me by my parents last summer at the 
Fisherman'8 Wharf in San Francisco. It is the S.P. Bicentennial 
coin, the Liberty Bell in the center with a cable car, or the Gold¬ 
en Gate bridge on either side. This is such a nice coin, high re¬ 
lief and all. When I saw it advertised by Diversified Enterprises 
of San Francisco in this year's first issue of TEC NEWS, I sent for 
other elongated coins that were listed too. They too all have the 
nice detailing and the marks of older coins. In fact I think sev¬ 
eral are coins from older dies. I'm sure their 1939 Golden Gate is 
from an old die. I also got a cable car with the Golden Gate bridge 
and a dandy 1962 space needle. These were delivered with a note 
stating two new bicentennial coins were available, so of course I 
sent for them. One is with a Liberty Bell and flags while the other 
features the Independence Hall. The former is one which Sally Kirka 
inquired about in her Notes of Interest column in the last issue of 
the TEC NEWS. So Sally, Diversified Enterprises, 7th and Mission, 
San Francisco can take the credit. 

An interesting sidelight concerning Diversified Enterprises needs 
mentioning. When looking over the first few coins I sent for from 
them, there was something about them which reminded me of the coins 
put out by my mystery roller who rolled my favorite coins. These 
are with the verticle line between dots and mostly of a west coast 
origin. So when I placed the second order, the two new bicenten¬ 
nials and a General Douglas MacArthur, I asked if they had any idea 
who the mystery roller was. I described several of the coins with 
the verticle lines. Was I ever surprised to receive a short note 
from Bob Gordon saying he was the mystery man. He wrote that most 
of the dies I mentioned were lost, but he still had those beautiful 
chrome custom made machines and that he was being written up in a 
new book now. 

There are so many things I would like to know about him. I 
wrote back, and Sally I did enclose an SASE, asking for a little 
more information, but so far none is forthcoming. There has to be 
an interesting story behind this man and I can only hope I am able 
to get a copy of whatever book it is in which Bob Gordon is featur¬ 
ed. In the meantime for those of you that are interested in the 
Bicentennial coins, his are a must. _

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THERE REALLY WAS AN "UNCLE SAM" by Sally Kirka TEC #16

Our town of Manchester, Connecticut 
came out with a Bicentennial issue of 
our towns newspaper, "The Manchester 
Evening Hearld". On July 2nd thin spe¬ 
cial Bicentennial issue was sold to the 
towns people and in the surrounding 
towns. There were pictures of every¬ 
thing with the Bicentennial theme in 
mind. As I looked at all the pictures 
I thought, "What ever happened to pic¬ 
tures of our Uncle Sam." If anyone 
should be included in this Bicentennial 
year it should be our good old UNCLE 
SAM. 

Even the rollers of elongated coins 
have sort of left him out of this Bi¬ 
centennial year. We have elongated 
coins with eagles, flags, Liberty Bell 
and you name it, but not many elongated 
coins around with UNCLE SAM on them. 

Don't let anyone kid you as there 
really was an Uncle Sam who was married 
to a girl named Betsey. This was the 
man that became internationally known 
as UNCLE SAM. 

Samuel Wilson was bom in a town once called Menotomy, but now 
called Arlington, Mass. Sam Wilson was just an average young man 
from humble beginnings. When he was only nine years old, Paul Revere 
passed the Wilson property on his famous ride toward Lexington warn¬ 
ing of the British march to Concord. It must have made a deep im¬ 
pression on young Samuel Wilson to have been present at the birth of 
American Liberty. 

In 1789 as a young man Sam and his brother Ebenezer traveled 
west to make a better life for themselves. Sam left his sweetheart 
Betsey Mann behind, who waited eight years for his return. 

Sam and his brother Ebenezer settled in Troy, New York, which 
isn't to far west these days. They started a brick making business 
which wasn't to much of a success. So they later started a meat 
packing business which proved successful to them both. 

Sam was devoted to his work, but he didn't forget his sweet¬ 
heart. In 1797 he returned to Massachusetts, where he and Betsey 
Mann were married on January 3. They braved the New England winter 
and rode back to Troy, New York in a sleigh where Sam could work at 
his meat-packing business. 

Sam Wilson's friends, neighbors and his nieces and nephews in 
Troy, New York affectionately referred to him as "UNCLE SAM". Sam 
Wilson was a provisioner to the United States Army during the War of 
1812. Because of his nickname the provisions he and his brother Eb¬ 
enezer supplied to the United States Army, the supplies were stamped 
by the government purchasing agents with the letters "U.S." It was 
with this abbreviation that the name "UNCLE SAH" became synonymous 
with the "United States". The "Uncle Sam" legend spread.

Samuel Wilson was a busy man in the town of Troy, New York and 
was Chairman of many town meetings. Uncle Sam led a busy life as 
one of Troys best known citizens. 

Mrs. Betsey Wilson was a good wife to Uncle Sam. Both enjoyed 
the company of young people and they frequently held social affairs 
for that purpose. Mrs. Wilson was best described as a woman of great 
charm and dignity. She was also one of the six managers of the 
Ladies Benevolent Society in 1830 to give aid to indigent women and 
children 

Samuel Wilson died in 1854 and his wife in 1863. Both are 
buried in Troy, New York, along with three of their children who 
had died while very young. 

Uncle Sam's plot in the Oakwood Cemetery in Troy is well mark¬ 
ed today. As eventually "UNCLE SAM" became the internationally 
known symbol of the United States. Today at Uncle Sam's gravesite, 
it is frequently used as a setting for patriotic ceremonies. 

Maybe some of you remember that during World War I and II, no 
matter where you looked there was Uncle Sam telling you, "America 
needs you" and we sure need him too. God Bless America and this won¬ 
derful country we live in.

As a collector who collects storecards as a speciality I would 
like to see more members have a personal storecard rolled. I once 
wrote an article about how I would like to collect the fifty states 
thru storecards. I still have only about half the states represent¬ 
ed. 

Having your own storecard is not just having your own calling 
card, but you can always use it for trading. You can even get good 
leads on older elongateds by having your own storecard.

One other way to have your name on an elongated coin is to get 
yours plus nine others on one of John Spadone's elongateds where he 
gets ten names to roll a coin.

10th anniversary. With a horse on the left side and a rocket on 
the right. John had so many sponsors respond that he rolled two 
coins for the anniversary. The second showed a bust with a three 
pointed hat and a bust with a space helmet. Four names appeared on 
both coins, Krueger, Meccarello, Kirka and Aubry. The price to get 
your name on one of these is reasonable, so why not you.

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COLLECTING ELONGATED COINS VERSUS COIN COLLECTING by Dottie Dow 

Phoenix, Arizona 

Many times the discussion has arisen why anyone who 
had ever saved coins would ever switch to saving elongated 
coins. There are a lot of reasons and I'd like to point 
out a few. 

A person who saves Lincoln cents has a couple of 
folders of pennies that all have the same obverse with the 
exception of the date and looking at the reverse there are 
only two varieties. 

In collecting elongated coins, there are no end to the variety 
of the different pictures one can find. There is a veritable trea¬ 
sure chest of them. Different buildings of the St. Louis Expo-1904, 
or of Jamestown Expo.-1909* or of the Chicago World's Pair 1933-34, 
or N.YiW.F. - 1939-40, or N.Y.W.P. -1964-65 and this just mentions a 
few. One should be satisfied with looking at just Lincoln cents 
when one can enjoy the different engravings of past masters in the 
art of engraving. 

For the Fido Collectors, elongated coins put forth a varitable 
gold mine at ridiculously low prices compared to what some Lincoln 
cents Fidos go for. 

All producers of elongated coins have their share of elongated 
coin errors with varying degrees of the pattern on the elongated 
coins. Sometimes an error occurs that even has parts of two differ¬ 
ent elongated coins on it. This is the rarer case. In setting up 
the right pressure to roll an elongated coin, if the right pressure 
is not obtained on the first try, we will have either a short coin 
(not enough pressure), or too long a coin (too much pressure). 

If the grippers engraved on a die (this is the leading edge of 
the pattern, in some cases a border and in other cases a lip is 
used) are not deep enough, we find the coin not gripping when it 
should. So there-fore we miss some of the first part of the design 
on the elongated coin. A flaw in the die before the gripper will 
cause the coin to grip too soon, thus a blank spare is rolled be¬ 
fore the pattern and the last part of the pattern of the elongated 
coin will be missing. 

Are you one that likes to hunt for varieties? In that case 
"The Lords Prayer Elongated Coins" may be your first. I've spent as 
many as three hours trying to identify the difference between two 
elongated coins. To say two pieces are different is one thing, but 
to explain their differences to someone else so they too can hunt 
for the different varieties is something else again. Try ie some¬ 
time and you'll have more respect for those who have done this type 
of work before you. 

For re-engraved elongated coins, they are a frequent occur- 
ance in elongateds. A very common re-engraving is of the date on a 
pattern to make the die good for a second year in a row. For a cou¬ 
ple examples of this, look at your Chicago World's Fair elongated 
coins, so many re-engraved from 1933 to 1934» or your N.Y.W.F. elon¬ 
gated coins re-engraved from 1939 to 1940 and there are so many more. 

Can the elongated collectors get away from the fraud that the 
coin collector is subjected to? No, not completely, but it is rel¬ 
atively small compared to that found in coin collecting. There have 
been "older elongated dies" found and the elongated coins made from 
them that look so good it is impossible to detect them from the ones 
rolled even 70 some years ago. There are ways of ageing a coins 
appearance and some people are past masters at this.

If you are a "type collector", what do elongated coins hare to 
offer in this field. 

Many producers roll elongated coins on the different denomina¬ 
tions of coins, "cents thru halves, or even an occasional silver 
dollar". Also clad coins as well as silver coins are rolled. 

You’ve enjoyed collecting commemorative halves? The majority 
of elongated coins are made for commemorating some event, person, 
or place. Would one who has ever collected elongated coins ever 
revert back to collecting coins? 

I don’t think so. Any time I want to look at a bunch of Lincoln 
cents, I just turn mine over and look at the reverse. Collecting 
elongated coins is a bit of Americana and each one has a story all 
its own to tell.

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IT FINALLY HAPPENED by Sally Kirka TEC #16 

Manchester, Conn. 

There are many ways a roller of elongated coins can wash the 
oil off the coins he or she will roll. All coins hare a little oil 
on them and coins to be rolled must be washed to get rid of this 
oil film. Now I know many of the rollers have their own way of do¬ 
ing this. The main thing is to get the oil, or you could also say 
grease off the coins. I do have my own way of doing this. There 
maybe an easier way of doing this, but I don't mind doing it the 
way I do it. 

As I'm also an error collector, I first look every coin over 
for error coins. In 1972 I was one of the first to find the double 
struck pennies as I was looking through my rolls of pennies. In 
each roll that A1 brought from the bank I found a few. I even sent 
Al back a few times to get more rolls, as I kept finding a few more 
in each roll. So there should be more of that double die cent in 
and around Manchester, Connecticut. So this is what I do first is 
look every coin over under a powerful glass for error coins. 

Now the next thing I do is get a small pot ready with water. 
When the water begins to boil I drop some baking soda in, then I 
drop my coins in and stir them in the boiling water for a couple of 
minutes. It doesn't hurt the pennies at all if you boil them for 
rolling them out. I sometimes add more baking soda, as it depends 
how many hundred coins I'm boiling. I do not do this to the clad 
coins as this will only blacken them. Silver coins boiled this way 
really boil up beautiful and come out good as new. This is only 
done for rolling coins. 

Now when your doing this, I’ve often thought if one of my girl 
friends called and asked what am I doing and would they believe me 
if I said I'm cooking coins. Well it happened last week. 

My friend called and asked what am I doing? As I really was 
cooking coins I told my friend, "I'm cooking coins". There was a 
long pause on the other end of the phone. Then as I asked "Are you 
there", my friend said, "Ha! Ha! Are you cooking the coins plain, or 
are you going to have them with butter on". So I said, "No, I don't 
want any grease on them". Another long pause on the other end of 
the phone. So again I said, "Are you there?" Then my friend said, 
"Are you feeling alright?" I assured her I was. So she then said, 
"Maybe I heard wrong Sally, but did you say you were cooking coins". 
I had to admit she had heard correct and I was cooking coins. By 
then my poor friend was really confused, but I wasn't going to give 
her any more information unless she asked. So my friend changed 
the subject and kept talking about something else. I knew curiosity 
was getting the best of her as she yelled into the phone, "Sally 
were you really cooking coins, or did I hear things?" So I again 
told her, "Yes I was cooking coins to roll out." 

She let out a sigh and said, "Thank God, as I thought I was go¬ 
ing crazy and thought I heard you say that". She also thought the 
Connecticut hot and humid weather got her. 

It took me a few minutes to explain what I was doing, which in 
the mean time Al had finished for me. After I boil the pennies for 
a minute, or two, I rinse them with hot water from the faucet* Then 
I put them all on a towel I have ready and pat dry them. I then put 
them on the kitchen table on newspaper where I put all the pennies 
face up to paint.

Again each one has their own way of doing this and use differ¬ 
ent coloring for this job. You can also use different spray paints 
to do this. Each roller uses what they like. I like to sort of 
paint mine with a cotton Q-tip. I hold the coins with a tooth pick 
and can paint about 300 coins in about 20 minutes. This we have to 
do so the Lincoln and the date on the coin shows up. Without any 
coloring the coins come out clear on the reverse. This is something 
that the rollers have been doing only for the last 12 years or so. 

Now if we didn't get the grease, oil or dirt off the coins, the 
paint or coloring would not stick to the coins, but would roll up 
and it would take you a couple hours or more to do the same job if 
you didn't get the grease off the coins. Now the coins have to dry. 
I found out its better to let the coins dry over night. In hot and 
humid weather even the coins get sticky, so I don't like to roll 
coins in the summer unless I put the fans on and cool off the room. 

Now the coins are ready to roll. I put all the coins with the 
painted side down, as that's how my dies work on my machine. From 
then on you feed your machine and turn the handle one, two, three, 
four and the coin is ready. So now if anyone of you call me and ask 
what I am doing and I answer, H I'm cooking coins", you'll know I'm 
doing just that. Yes cooking my coins for the rolling machine.
